A Lot More Than Birdwatchers

If, when someone mentions the 
Audobon Society. 
immediately have images of a little 
old lady in sneakers, with 
notebook and binoculars in hand, 
tramping tnrough the weeds in 
search of birds, it is ime you see 
what else they do 

The Sacramento chapter of the 
National Audubon Society will be 
beginning its twelfth season 
presenting wiidlife films this 
Friday, Oct. 5, by showing “The 
Living Jungle.” Barra Colorado 
Island, a research center and 
wildlife sanctuary in the American 
Tropics, is the subject of the film. 
The film is a study of the varied 
forms of wildlife that inhabit the 
island. 

The second film to be shown 1s 
“West Side Story Mexico to 
Alaska.” [t will be presented 
Friday, Nov. 2. This film follows 
the sun from the first of spring on 
the Tropic of Cancer in Mexico, 
northward through the spring and 
summer, ending in early fall at the 
Pribilof Islands in Alaska. 

The third film of the series is 
“What Have You Done With My 
Country,” which will be shown 
Jan. 25. This was Australia’s of- 
ficial entry at the International En- 
vironmental Conference at Stoc- 
kholm in 1972. The film is an out- 
cry against man’s destruction of 
Australia’s wilderness and wildlife. 

The series’ next film is “Queen 
of the Cascades,” a documentary 
on Mount Rainier, the highest 
peak in the Cascade Range. The 
film concludes with a breathtaking 
view from the summit of the 14,410 
ft. mountain. This film will be 
presented March I.

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“Tahoe Is Already 
Lost” Says Jackson

“Information is the friend of the 
powerless and the enemy of the 
»owertul,” stated professor Wes 
Jackson concerning the Lake 
Tahoe Project. on Wednesday at 
CSUS 

Jackson. director of the project, 
spoke to about 30 people in the first 
of a series of talks inthe Geography 
Department 

The Tahoe 
educational project designed to 
gather and spread information on 


Project is an 


the environment of the Tahoe 
Basin to the citizens that are 
affected by it 

Jackson's involvement in the 
project began last February and he 
modestly claims that he was ap- 
pointed director simply because he 
attended all the meetings. In June 
of 1973 he was asked to write a 
proposal for federal and state fun- 
ding under Tithe One. One week 
later the project was granted 
$25.00") through the Co-ordinating 
Council of Higher Education. Title 
One requires that the project be in- 
novative and concern” en- 
vironmental issues 

At the outset. Jacksons’ view is 
dim. “Tahoe is already lost.” he 
stated. even though you can still 
find clear water at 800 feet. He said 
that Tahoe is much like the rest of 
the country in that actions to save 
the envirunment are toc late 

The Tahoe Regional Planning 
Agency (TRPA) has been im- 
potent, claimed Jackson, in protec- 
ting the Tahoe Basin from 
unhealthy growth. At the same 
time the Lake Tahoe Project was 
funded the TRPA approved a 26 
acre shopping center and a new 
casino for North Shore. 


One major question that faces 
the project staff is how to reach 
those people with some control 
over the area the voters. Some 
answers they have found included 
symposiums, meetings. television 
spots and an educational pageant 
or festival 


The latter method = was 
Jacksons’ idea and he hopes to tn- 
clude music and arts of all sorts to 
begin to show environmentally 


positive alternatives within 
capitalistic system for people of the 


Basin 


Television could prove to be 


highly effective in showing the 

problems the Basin faces as a result 

of over population and growth 
The — staff these 


methods ot information 


studying 


dissemination consists of students, 
professors. and environmental 
specialists from California and 
Nevada Colleges, the U.S. Forestry 
Service and the Desert Research 
Institute. Part of the project plan ts 
that in three years this staff will be 
phased out and replaced by 
concerned community citizens 


The problem at Tahoe ts 
basical!y one of land use, Jackson 
contends. We no longer have anen- 
dless frontier, this land use must be 
restricted. Tahoe is a recreation 
area and enveronmental problems 
center around recreation 

Actually. the entire nation 
suffers from environmental crises 
in recreation, energy and 
agriculture areas. Jackson hopes 
that Tahoe will be a pilot project 
for regional educational projects 
that need to be done nationwide.

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Biology- No Money, 


No Labs=No Degrees

It you are as yet undeclared and 
are thinking of becoming a biology 
major, you'd better do it soon. The 
possibility exists that the 
Biological Sciences Department by 
academic year 1975-76 will have to 
limit the number of students 
allowed to enroll in biology. The 
lack of adequate laboratory space 
is the pmmary reason for this 
problem 

The problem ts compounded by 
a seed for more instructors with 
the ultimate and basic cause for 
both shortages being the lack of 
sufficient funds. The full-time 
equivalent (FTE) for the 
department has increased from 436 
studént, in the Fall of 1970 to 560 
in the S pring of 1973. F TE ts deter- 
mined \yy dividing 15 units (a full- 
time loud) into the total number of 
units in which ail, including night 
and part-time students are en- 
rolled. While the FTE has in- 
creased 28%, there has been no in- 
crease in the department's operat- 
ing budget. Considering that in- 
flanon in lab matenals and 
equipment increases at the rate of 
10-15% a year, the department ts 
operating on 30-40% less than they 
were three years ago 


— 





The courses most greatly 
affected by the lab shortage are in 
microbiclogy, anatomy and 
physiology. Bio Sci 140, mic- 
robiology has only one 24-station 
lab with the necessary equipment 
for accomodating the course. In 
addition to being required for all 
biology majors, 140 is required for 
lab technician and nursing 
students. Due to this enrollment, 
the laboratory 1s being operated at 
an above capacity leve!. On Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday, this 
room, located in Biology 216, is 
filled from 8 a.m. until6 p.m. Tues- 
day and Thursday are nearly as 
cramped. This allows no time 
between lab 
preparation and clean-up. Ideally, 
a laboratory should be free for an 
hour between sections. 


sections for 


This year, $45,000 has been 
allocated for converting the room 
directly across from 216 to a 
similar 24-station lab. The 
installation of lab furniture, elec- 
trical and plumbing fixtures and 
purchase of microscopes and other 
equipment will be completed by 
nex’ year. The services of recently 
hired microbiologist, Dr. Dennis 
Huff, can then be more fully ap- 
preciated. 


Some human anatomy lab sec- 
tions are meeting in a converted 
storage room. A window air con- 
ditioner had to be installed to sup- 
ply adequate ventillation for the 
cramped quarters. Again, biology 
students are not the only ones 
affected. These anatomy courses 
are required of nursing and 
physical education students. Two 
lecture rooms in the Science Buiid- 
ing are now in the process of being 
converted to laboratories with 
another two rooms to be converted 
in three years. Of course, each new 
converted lab means one less lec- 
ture room for the campus 


With lab meetings scheduled 
throughout the day, department 
members are faced with another 
major problem. At any given hour 
on any give day, at least 10 of the 30 
instructors are im class which 
means no time can be set for 
departmenta! meetings which all 
members can attend 

In all departments and schools 
on any campus, new, more effec- 
tive methods of instruction are of 
great importance. Strapped by this 
lack of funds, shortage of lab space 
and the need for more instructors, 


Department Chair Dr. Marlin 


Boiar sees the inability to initiate 
new methods and techniques as the 
most catastrophic result of the 
present situation. He would like to 
use more audio-visual aids, in- 
cluding tapes and slides and more 


innovative methods of teaching. At 
present he is finding it very hard to 
increase the efficiency of 
department methods so_ that 
students can enroll in self-pacing 
programs 


A report from the office of John 
Cox, Dean of Campus Facilities, 
projects the utilization of 
laboratory space to the year 1979 
using the utilization standards of 
the Chancellor's Office. Even by 
these standards of very heavy 
usage, and inciuding the conver- 
sion projects now underway, the 
lab space available for biological 


sciences in 1979 will only be 8! % of 
standard In the same report, pro- 
jected to the ultimate campus en- 
rollment of 25,000 FTE, the 
department would only have 72% 
of the Chancellor's standard. This 
report shows the Department of 
Biological Sciences to be facing 
severe space shortages as com- 
pared to other science departments 
on campus.

If you want to do more in your 
four years of college than just 
merely check off major minor re- 
quirements and count down the 
number of units” left until 
graduation Project 
may be the answer 

Project Tutorials came to life 
after several professors at CSUS 
asked themselves the question: Can 
a uniyersity professor take a group 
of 20 students and be responsible 
for their entire education ex- 
periences for a whole semester with 
something more important 
happening as a result? 

Professors Jack Livingston and 
Elizabeth Moulds of the 
government department; Ernest 
Isaacs, history, William Dorman. 
journalism; and John Hester, 
mechanical engineering felt 
strongly enough to initiate the 
program which will begin next 
semester 

They feel they can help students 
with their communication needs, 
teach them how to reason logically, 
assist them with their research pro- 
jects, and provide tutorial ex- 
periences and = individual 
counseling, out of which should 
come the most effective learning 

Many will remember the 
students who were burned by the 
new Ryan Act for credential can- 
didates and will be uncertain about 
a pioneer program of this nature 
Skeptical students will shudder at 
the idea of being in the “academic 
custory” of a professor for 15 
minutes. However, the ones not 
satisfied with their major cur- 
nculum are bound to thrive on the 
program’s flexibility. It is designed 
to break down the traditional 
academic distance between faculty 
and students as it is usually found 
in a formal classroom. 


Tutorials 


Working together in informal 
consultative sessions, the Project 
Tutorials professors and their 
students will plan a number of 
semester-long investigative and 
research projects which the 
students will undertake on a super- 
vised, but largely independent 
study basis. It differs from the 
present 199 classes because it 





represents a total committment on 
the part of the student and faculty 

“We haven't worked out the 
final areas of interest yet.” Jack 
Livingston said, “but it might be 
that a student of journalism will 
wish to investigate the influence of 
government on the freedom of the 
mass media.” 

For example, discussions with 
Professor Dorman of the jour- 
nalism department and one of the 
government faculty members will 
outline a procedure where the 
student would do research in the 
history of government-press 
relationships. The student would 
deal with the current issues of free 
news media versus government 
control in a local city, or perhaps 
the federal government in 


Washington, D.C 

Students could also undertakea 
joint’ project which would span 
several academic disciplines.

The students may feel 
somewhat isolated from campus 
activity and other students because 
they have no other classes and the 
Project Tutonals program will not 
have regular class hours. It may 
prove to be a disadvantage, though 
Professor Livingston disagrees. He 
feels it would be a great op- 
portunity for the students to 
present their own material to 
related classes

Problems like these have been 
brought to the attention of the 
faculty. and hopetully they will be 
resolved soon 

The criteria for the grading 
procedure has not been decided vet 
as well. However. students will 
have a portfolio of work to show 
for their effort, together with a 
detailed evaluation by the faculty 
member in charge. Actually, these 
two things should prove more 
useful to a graduate school or em- 
ployer in assessing the student's 
potential for success than would a 
simple letter grade 

The interesting aspect about 
this project is to see if the faculty 
members are broad enough in their 
learning approach to meet all the 
needs of students, and whether the 
students are willing to assume 
more responsibility for their own 
education away from the formal 
classroom situation — with no lec- 
tures, quizzes or formal final ex- 
ams 

The program is now being sup- 
ported by funds from a one-year 
grant. If the program proves 
successful it will become self-sup- 
portive and a regular department 
offering for upper division 
students

Senator Dave Carden presented 
to the Senate an applicant for the

the designee. said John Macie- 
jewski, the applicant. 


Khan was confirmed by a nine 
to five vote with two abstentions 


In other action the Senate 
authorized the Associated 
Students child care center to tem- 
porarily operate College Town 
child care center with funds already 
in their budget. This will allow the 


College Town center to remain 


open and continue enrolling 


Before the Senate was a 
recommendation from the Board 
of Fiscai Matters to allocate 
$13,000 from the child care reserve 
fund to the campus center for the 


operation of the College Town 
center 

But dean of students, Norm 
Better. revealed the BOFM had 


never met to discuss the matter and 
declared his opposition to 
telephone meetings and 
recommendations. Senator Dean 
Garrison concurred with Better, 
saying, “It is essential that the 
Board of Fiscal Matters sit down 
and review this.” 


“In the meantime, what 
happens to the kids?” questioned 
Senator Ishmael Hernandez 


College Town children are “car- 
rying keys, letting themselves into 
houses” and there is a mother car- 
ing for 12 children in a two bed- 
room apartment, pointed out Ann 
Dodson, campus child care center 
director, emphasizing the need for 
immediate Senate action.
